All Tributaries to the Ohio River Are 
Raging, and the Water Will 
Cause Much Damage Be- 
fore It Subsides.

WASHINGTON, Apri! 
Bureau has issued the 
river bulletin: 

During the last 24 hours the Ohio river 
has fallen 4.4 feet at Pittsburg and 5.8 feet 
at Davis Island dam. It bas risen 4 feet at 
Parkersburg, 7.1 feet at Cincinnati and 4.4 
feet at Louisville. The river will pass be- 
low the dangerline 22 feet at TPittsburg to- 
day. 

The crest of the flood will pass Parkers- 
burg today. The river will pass the danger- 
line 0 feet at Cincinnati by tonight and 
the crest will pass that place tomorrow. At 
Louisville the dangerline of 28 feet will be 
reached by Tuesday night. 

There are no present Indications of a 
change in the conditions aufficient to check 
the falling waters over the Upper Ohio.

LOSSES ABOUT PITTSBURG. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., April 22.—While west- 
ern Pennsylvania was fairly out of the 
clutches of the flood this morning a quick 
repetition of the disaster and perhaps on 
an increased scale seemed to haunt the 
people. Weather conditions are not reas- 
suring. It is again raining in Pittsburg 
and advices from the headwaters of the 
Allegheny this morning showed a renewed 


rise with a continued downpour. Warmer 
temperature acting on the snow was a 
factor that also caused some apprehen- 
sion. The waters at ‘this point have been 
steadily receding since 3 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon, but the retreat has been very 
giow. At 9 o'clock this morning the Alle- 
gheny mark showed 21 feet and falling 
about three inches an hour. It is impos- 
gible to fairly approximate tthe loss re- 
sulting from the high waters. Estimates 
vary from $1,000,000 to $3,000,000.

THE GIRL DECLINED TO APPEAR 
AGAINST LOVER. 


McKenna Was Shot by Goss for Ard- 
ently Wooing His Daughter and 
Marriage Was Decided Up- 
on in Arbitrating. 


Michael McKenna and Louis Gass were 
docketed in the City Hall Police Court Mon- 
day as defendant and complaining witness 
in a peace disturbance case. 

When they appeared before Judge Side- 
ner they had agreed to become father-in- 
lew and son-in-law. The case was dismissed 
and both men went to the Gass home, 2403 
De Kalb street, to prepare for the wedding 
festivities. 

McKenna looked more like a hospital pa- 
tient than a bridegroom as he appeared be- 
fore the judge with his head swathed in 
bandages, but he told the court that his 
slight disfigurement would cause no delay 
in his nuptials. 

Gass shot McKenna last week because the 
young man was a too ardent sultor for the 
hand of his daughter, Lizzie, and had 
threatened. to injure her unless she con- 
sented to wed him. 

The bullet grazed McKenna’s head and 
Gass caused the wounded man to be ar- 
rested for disturbing his peace. 

7ass was determined to prosecute 
case at first, declaring that he would 
have McKenna about his premises in 
future. When he learned that his daugh- 
ter, Lizzie, on whom he depended as a 
witness, was unwilling to take her expect- 
ed part at the trial of her suitor, he 
began to reconsider the proceeding. When 
the girl told him, Sunday, that she had 
made up her mind to marry McKenna, 
whether he was fined by the police judge 
or not, he decided to drop the case. 

“Do you think you can get along with 
your wife and your father-in-law if I let 
you get married ?’’ 

cKenna had told his story. 

The young man nodded an assent and, 
as the court released him, he walked 
away in friendly conversation with Gass. 
Both said the marriage license would be 
secured Monday, aS soon as McKenna 
could dress himself suitably for the oc- 
casion and take the bride to the City 
Hall.

P. D. Scott of Van Buren, Ark., and form- 
er Congressman John M. Allen of Missis- 
sippi, two of the government commissioners 
to the World's Fair, arrived in St. Louis 
early Monday morning. 

Commissioners Lindsay, Carter, Thurston 
and Betts were scheduled to arrive at noon 
over the Vandalia from Washington. 

Commissioners Miller, McBride and Glynn 
are expected before Tuesday morning. 

The commission will have its first meeting 
at the Southern Hotel at 2 o'clock Tuesday 
afternoon. Another will be held Wednesday 
afternoon at the same time and place. 

Mr. Allen is a guest at the Southern Hotel. 
Mr. Scott is at the Planters’. 

“I don't know just what we commission- 
ers will do nor how long we will be here,” 
said Mr. Allen to the Post-Dispatch Mon- 
day morning. ‘“‘How much money have the 
local people raised? I don't see that we 
can much until they get that 10 per 
cent in-and are organized. To be sure, 
the commission will have a separate or- 
ganization of its own, but our business is 


to co-operate with the local organization. 

“IT haven't any ideas to express on the 
site or anv other question. for that mat- 
ter. All 1 can say is that 1 want to see 
the Fair a big success and the people of 
Mississippi feel the same way. You see, 
we never have had a big fair so near home 
before, and everybody expects to come.

Like the Famous 

Parkman Case. 

he cose promises to stand as @ parallel 
to the famous Parkman murder case. John 
White Webster, the murderer of Dr. George 
Parkman, was also a professor at Harvard 
and his victim was a millionaire, Both 
crimes were committed in the most refined 
classes of society, one in 1849, the other on 
July 4, 19%. The mystery of the Parkman 
murder was solved and Prof. Webster was 
hanged; the mystery of the Grogan murder 
remains to be disclosed. 

In the killing of Grogan a motive is yet 
to be shown, and in the solving of this mys- 
tery there will be a battle of brains be- 
tween the most ‘eminent lawyers of the 
Massachusetts bar. 

First and most naturally comes the story 
of the only man who bore witness to the 
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affair. 
“Accident,” claims this man, the ac- 


cused, 

“A duel,” say the police, who should oe 
skilled enough to theorize. 

‘Murder, is the accusation in the words 
of an elderly rervant of the Clark fam- 
ily, who caught the dying man’s statement: 
“T have been murdered,” 

The Eastman and Grogan families occu- 
ied a double house on the Clark estate and 
n the adjoining house lived the widow of 
the famous lensmaker. During the morn- 
ing of July 4 the two brothers-in-law were 
towether in the back yard, setting off can- 
fw crackers aml practicing pistol shoot- 
tag at a target.

It is said that some of these neighbors 
will be witnesses for the state, at least 
one whose testimony will bear out the 
poses theory that a duel was fought and 
n substantiation of this claim the fact that 
Kastman was wounded is a strong point. 

But was there a motive, and, if so, what 
was it? 

It is well known that there was a familly 
dispute over the division of the Alvan Clark 
property, but this had worn away, and it 
was generally believed that amicable rela- 
tiens had been re-established. However, 
Kastman is said to have bore a bitter feel- 
ing toward Grogan because the latter had 
taken the lens-making business as his 
wife’s share and was successfully pursuing 
it. Still, it is known that they were ap- 
parently the warmest of friends during the 
greater part of the holiday on which the 
shooting occurred. 


An exceedingly strange feature of the case 
is the fact that at the preliminary hearing 
before Judge Almy Eastman was dismissed 
the court saying: 

‘There is no question as to the shootin 
but was it with intent or an accident? Gro- 
gan thought he had been deliberately shot. 
Was Grogan soe. in his dying condition 
of thinking rightly?’’ 

Besides the witnesses who heard Grogan’s 
dying statement the prosecution in proving 
a motive depend ina nag measure on the 
fact that a bitter feeling had existed be- 
tween the two men. John R. Grogan, 
brother of the victim, tells a story of a 
quarrel between in which they came to 
blows. He separated them and as he push- 
ed Eastman back the latter shook his fists 
at Grognn and said: 

“T'll put a bullet through you if I have to 
wait five years.”’ 


All Harvard 
on Eastman’s Side. 
One thing stands out 
else: If Grogan had died instantly East- 
man’s story would naturally have been 
accepted, But he lived five or six minutes, 
and what we said during that time forms 
the basis upon which the charge of mur- 


der is brought. 

No crime in years haa so stirred up this 
university city. Arrayed on Eastman’s 
side is Harvard University almost to a 
man, and all the influence it can wield. 
Against this are the townsfolk. and s0 
bitter did the feeling run when Judge 
Almy refused to hold Eastman for the 
grandjury that for weeks it was the topic 
of conversation. The detective department 
felt that Eastman’s release was in a great 
measure due to college influence and they 
redoubled their energies. Meantime East- 
man made a tour of Montana in pursuft of 
fossils. 

During his absence the case was taken to 
the grandjury, sitting at Lowell, 2) miles 
from here, and on Oct. 20 the college pro- 
fessor waa indicted for murder in the first 
degree. One hundred and sixty-eight jurors 
have been drawn for the trial and it is 
possible that a further panel will be neces- 
sary, although none of the jurors are resi- 
dents of this city, where the care has been 
so much agitated. 

Story of the - 
Parkman Murder. 

The murder of Dr. Georg@ Parkman by 
Prof. John White Webster, which the East- 
man-Grogan mystery recalls, is perhaps 
the most famous and pecuiiar case in 
American history. Dr. arkman was a 
millionaire, a member of one of the oldest 
of Boston puritan families, and a relative 
of Parkman, the historian. Webster, the 
murderer, belonged to the same uitra-re- 
fined class of society, and was born in tne 
same quarter of Boston as was Parkman. 
He was a professor of chemistry at Har- 
vard University and a lecturer on chem- 
istry at the Boston Medical College. Both 
were members of the Bramin caste, as the 
intellectual elite of Boston has been called 
All the members of Boston were personally 
interested in the tragedy. 

The case was also remarkable as one of 
the earliest in which expert evidence played 
a part. The identification of Dr. Park- 
man’s remains was made complete through 
the discovery of his false tee

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his disappearance it became known that his 
last discoverable act was to pay a visit to 
Prof. John W. Webster in his rooms at the 
Boston Medical College. ‘No one could at 
first entertain the monstrous suspicion that 
a professor of Harvard University was 
guilty of murder. 

There were, -nevertheless, several cir- 
cumstances which threw suspicion upon, 
Webster. Dr. Parkman had advanced him }! 
money on notes and mortgages and had | 
pressed him for payment. Among the 
property mortgaged had been Webster's 
professional cabinet, and he had disposed 
of this to some one else. Parkman had 
reproached Webster severely for this dis- 
honest conduct just before his disappear- 
ance. 

The search for Dr. Parkman was carried 
on in all directions, but every clew discov- 
ered led the searchers back to the medical 
college in Boston and there ended. No 
person could be found who had spoken 
with Dr. Parkman after his interview with 
Professor Webster. Along with other 
buildings, the college was searched, first 
on Monday, slightly,°and merely as an ex- 
cuse for searching other houses in the 
neighborhood, and again on Tuesday, but 
with no serious suspicion and with no dis- 
covery. Professor Webster cheerfully ac-

Today and Tuesday should be red-letter days in the col- 
lection of first payments on World's Fair stock. 

Tuesday the national commission will be in St. Louls as the 
guests of the citizens of St. Louis.

It would be most gratifying to citizens of public spirit and 
most creditable to the city if the local directors could show 
in the treasury the full quota of 10 per cent due from sub- 
scr rs. On the other hand, it would be humiliating’ to noti- 
fy Re commission and the’ world that delay is necessary to 
secure the first payments on the stock of the Exposition. It 
would be a blot on the magnificent record of energy and pub- 
lic spirit scored by St. Louis in World’s Fair work. 

Doubtless most of the delay in payments is due to thought- 
lessness and procrastination. Subscribers should awake to 
their duty to themselves and the city. Let the local direc- 
tore present to the national commission a completed organiza; 


tion and a full treasury. Pay up. 
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St. Louis is merely catching the chill of the disastrous storm 
which has caused widespread devastation east of the Missis- 
sippi. The storm is probably the final outbreak of winter. 
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MAKE LIFE SAFER IN ST. LOUIS. 


One of the most important things to be done in prepara- 
tion for the World's Fair is to make human life safer in St. 
Louis. As told in Sunday’s Post-Dispatch Magazine, we have 
more cases of homicidé in Proportion to population than the 
great city of London. 

This condition must be changed before the holding of the 
World’s Fair. Human life must be made reasonably, safe in 
St. Louis. 

One of the methods that will bring about this result is 
greater strictness in enforcing the law against carrying cuon- 
cealed weapons. The announced intention of the Polfce De- 
partment in this regard should be crystallized in a fixed 
policy. Foreigners who come here expecting to find fire- 
arms recklessly carried and used must be agreeably disap- 
pointed. 

And the homicide must be more severely punished. Men 
who are imbued with a disregard for human life must be 
made to feel that it is as highly valued in St. Louis as in the 
cities of the old world, and that this is a peaceable and luw- 


abiding community. 
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Ho Tung Bosman said in the Sunday Post-Dispatch that we 
cannot expect exorbitant prices for American goods in China.

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GOING TO TEXAS.

There is abundant: evidence that this wealth in oil is prac- 
tically inexhaustible and investors who temper their daring 
with caution are likely to reap a rich reward. 

Texas is full of promise. Pretty much everything worth 
having may be found in the State, All that is needed is or- 
ganized, intelligent effort to extract and develop her resources, 
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It looks as if Chicago is to have a satisfactory street rail- 
way scheme before St. Louis can have one, though we have 
prided ourselves on being in the lead in street railway prog- 


ress.. 
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WEATHER FORECASTING AND SPECTRUM 


When .a ray of light passes through a triangular bit of 
clear white glass, the ray i split into lines of colored light, 
which form a tand. This is calied the spectrum. 

Prof. Langley, of the Smithsonian Institution, announces 4 
discovery in connection with the spectrum which he believes 
will eaable the forecasting of weather to be done with ac- 
curacy. 

At each end of the visible spectrum or bund of colored 
light are invisible lines of heat and cold, which are proved 
to exist by using the thermometer. These lines have always 
been of great interest to scientists, but until recently they 
were thought to be comparatively few. Prof. Langley now 
shows that by an extremely delicate instrument which he 
has invented, called the bolometer, no less than 700 of these 
invisible lines can be measured. He says these lines have 
more to do with influencing the weather and crops than the 
visible or colored lines, 

In other woids, by studying these newly found lines, it Is 
hoped we may acquire much new Knowledge on nature's 
workings in the regions of heat, cold and the weather gen- 
erally. 

In announcing this discovery before the National Academy 
of Sciences on Friday, Prof. Langley left much unexplained. 
He should follow up his researches by making them practi- 
cal. Nothing is of more importance than reliable weather 


gorecasts.

THE PAPER TRUST 


Mr. John Norris, business manager of the New York Times, 
Gave some instructive testimony on trusts at a hearing be- 
fore the Industrial Commission last week. 

Mr. Norris showed that during 18 years prior to 1897 there 
was a steady reduction in the price of news print paper. Dur- 
ing that period the price fell from 9 cents a pound to 1.6 cents 
&@ pound. 

This was of great public benefit because it reduced the 
cost of newspaper production and made large daily and Sun- 
day editions possible. 

But in December, 1898, Congress put a prohibitive duty on 
paper, and the Paper Trust was organized. The first Presi- 
dent of the combine announced that $1,500,000 would be saved 
in “economies” and that enlightened self-interest “would im- 
pel them to keep prices down.” 

But prices were not kept down, On the contrary, they were 
raised. Mr. Norris declared that every expectation had been 
disappointed. “The promised policy of an enlightened self- 
interest has been entirely abandoned and the net result to 
newspapers has been an increase of over $4,800,000 a year in 
the cost of paper.”’ 

This ought to be conclusive. The whole value of monopoly 
is that it enables the combines to fix prices arbitrarily. That 
is the reason for the existence of monopoly. The value of 
competition is that it keeps prices down. It holds monopoly 
in check or defeats it altogether. 

The lesson in this Paper Trust case is, that competition 
should be invited from abroad. The tariff made the monopoly 
possible. The reduction, or, if need be, the entire abolition of 
the paper duty will make the monopoly impossible. 
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The St. Louis April of 1901 has been chilly, but we have had 
a great dedl of sunshine, and none of the extremes reported 
from so many other cities has visited us. We have reason to 
once more call attention to the desirable climate of the Mis- 
sissippi Valleyemetropolis. 
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PROGRESS OF THE SOUTH. 


One of the most conspicuous and important developments of 
recent years is the great industrial progress made by the 
South. 

In the Sunday Post-Dispatch are some statistics prepared by 
National Cotton Manufacturers’ Association, which meets 
at Charlotte, N. C., this week. 

Twenty years ago there were 180 small cotton mills south of 
the Potomac and Ohio rivers, with a total of 860 spindles. The 
census of 1900 shows nearly 800 mills with 4,000,000 spindles, 
and some 800,000 spindles will be added in the next few 
months. 

It is hard to realize the revolution that this development 
implies. Not only does it add enormously to the net product 
of industry, but it compels a rearrangement and redistribu- 
tion of capital and labor as between the various sections 
of the country. The readjustment may be painful in some 
quarters, but the South is following the natural course, and 
the end cannot but be beneficial to the whole country. 

The real estate agents are saying that owners of property, 
in consequence of the coming World’s Fair, have so advanced 
prices that sales cannot be made. A piece of Washington ave- 
ne property, however, was sold in three days at an advance of 
$5000 on the previous sale. As to rents, it is asserted that in 
the entire city there are not 200 desirable houses to let.

LOUIS. 


WENT BY CANAL AND LAKES 


Down the Mississippi to New Orleans, 
Thence by Sea to New York 
Again. 


NEW YORK, April 22.—After an absence 
of nearly nine and a half months, during 
which she cruised inland through the 
rivers and canals to the great lakes, and 

‘from there through other rivers and canals 
to the Mississippi and into the Gulf of 
Mexico, and from there up the coast back 
to the Hudson, the yaw! Natka has fin- 
ished her novel trip and cast anchor in the 
upper Hudson. The Natka, owned by 
Richard P. Hart, New York Yacht Club, 
left New York for an extended trip on 
June 22. She went the Hudson and 
through the Erie <3 to Buffalo, which 
she left July 7 to cruise along the lake 
fronts. She touched at a score or more 
ports and arrived at Chicago on Sept. 1.’ 

It was found that the beget drew too 
much water to make a trip through the 
Illinois and Michigan canal, and a pontoon 
was built to lessen her draught, after 
which she was towed through into the IIli- 
nois river to the By river and 
thence to St. Louls. From here she made 
for Cairo, Ill., where she was refitted. She 
began the run down the river on Nov. 10, 
stoppin at various towns enroute for 
New Orleans. On Dec. $1 she left New Or- 

-leans and headed at once down the river 
for the Gulf of Mexico, which she coasted, 
touching at Florida ports and heading 
northward for Miami on her way home. 

There Mr. Hart and his guests left the 

yacht and ordered her to proceed home. 

The Natka left Miami on March 27. and 
making only two stops on her way up the 

coast, arrived through a number of severe 

gales “without the least damage.

LEAVENWORTH, Kan., April 22.—Qb- 
erlin M. Carter, ex-captain of enging@rs, 
confined in the federal penitentiary at 
Fort Leavenworth, announces that he will 
begin a suit for slander against John K.

The legal suit is to be based on state- 
ments in the brief the solicitor-general 
filed in the Supreme Court a few days 
ago.

STOCKYARDS NOTES. 

Receipts at the St. Louls National Stockyards 
during the week ending April 20 were 8707 cat- 
tle, 37,818 hogs, 13,518 sheep and 1128 horses 
and mules, against S386 cattle, 37,253 hogs, 8175 
sheep and 1049 horses and mules during the pre- 
vious week. These figures show an increase 
1622 cattle, an increase of 65 hogs, an increase 
of 5343 sheep and an increase of 79 horses and 
mules. As compared with the corresponding week 
& year ago cattle show an increase of 2100, the 
hogs decreased 1800 head, sheep decreased 2200 
head and horses and mules decreased 800 head.

prominent western shippers of horses to the east- 
ern market, died a few days ago at Bellevue Hos- 
pital, in New York. Mr. Amos was in New York 
with several loads of horses for the Fiss, Doerr &

supplied from other district. The same conii- 
tions prevail in many farming sections of Okla- 
homa which are being relieved by the importation 
of carload after carload of workers into that ter- 
ritory. While this is nothing to be marveled at, 
seefng that the great horse raising states of IIli- 
nois, Indiana and Ohio, have been in the same 
plight, it more clearly emphasizes the vast scarcity 
of all classes of horses throughout the middle West 
and how completely farmers and breeders have 
sold themselves out.
